GENERAL  INFORMATION 

OPEN  MEETING  LAW— CHAP.  626,  ACTS,  1958 

Meetings  of  every  district,  city  and  town  board,  com¬ 
mission  and  school  committee  shall  be  open  to  public  and  to 
press  (unless  in  executive  session).  A  notice  of  such  meet¬ 
ings  must  be  filed  at  least  twenty-four  hours  prior  with  the 
clerk  of  the  district  or  town.  (A  regular  schedule  of  meet¬ 
ings  filed  in  advance  is  permissible.)  Accurate  records  of  all 
meetings  shall  be  maintained  setting  forth  action  taken.  A 
summary  of  all  matters  voted  shall  be  made  available  with 
reasonable  promptness  after  each  meeting.  The  records  shall 
become  a  public  record  and  available  to  the  public  upon  being 
approved.  (For  information  on  executive  sessions  and  emer¬ 
gencies  check  law  with  Town  Clerk.) 


The  town  offices  are  open  Monday  through  Friday  from 
8:30  A.  M.  to  4:00  P.  M.,  and  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk, 
Treasurer,  and  Collector  is  also  open  Wednesday  evenings 
from  6:30  P.  M.  to  8:00  P.  M. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen,  Welfare,  and  Health,  and  the 
Assessors  meet  in  their  offices  Wednesday  evenings  at  7 :30 
P.  M. 

The  School  Committee  meets  the  third  Wednesday  of  each 
month  at  7 :30  P.  M.  in  the  School  Committee  room. 

The  Planning  Board  meets  the  second  Wednesday  of  each 
month  at  7 :30  P.  M.  in  the  Town  Office  Building.

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SELECTMEN'S  ANNUAL  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  and  Taxpayers  of  Dighton: 

The  organizational  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  and 
once  again  the  chairmanships  were  divided  with  Mr.  Torres 
chosen  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen;  Mr.  Linhares, 
Board  of  Welfare;  and  Mr.  Christenson,  Board  of  Health. 
Mrs.  Leah  Crosby  was  appointed  as  Clerk  to  each  Board. 

Fifty  weekly  and  thirty  special  meetings  were  held  with 
five  absentees  on  sick  leave  or  vacation.  Several  joint  meetings 
were  held  with  other  Town  Boards  and  Committees  to  discuss 
and  resolve  matters  of  mutual  interest. 

Necessary  hearings  were  held  upon  applications  received 
for  the  various  licenses  as  required.  All  transactions  have  been 
properly  recorded  and  the  many  statutory  requirements  com¬ 
pleted  to  the  best  of  our  knowledge  and  ability. 

All  Board  members  have  participated  in  and  attended  all 
County  Association  meetings.  Some  members  attended  various 
governmental  conferences  on  the  Regional  and  State  level 
where  and  when  convenient,  in  an  effort  to  obtain  benefit  of 
experience  to  better  serve  the  Town.  Hearings  were  attended 
on  the  several  Chapter  90  and  Public  Works  project  in  behalf 
of  the  Town’s  interest. 

All  appointments  of  Town  Officials  and  Committees  have 
been  recorded  with  the  Town  Clerk  together  with  the  list  of 
jurors  and  are  contained  in  the  Clerks  annual  report.  Annual 
Reports  of  the  numerous  Town  Officers  and  Departments  as 
required  by  law  are  contained  in  the  1968  Town  Officers  Re¬ 
port. 

All  special  committee  activity  and  reports  are  included 
in  the  record  of  the  Town  Clerk.  All  votes  and  orders  of  the 
Town  Meeting  have  been  accomplished. 

The  Chestnut  Street  project  needs  only  a  covering  of 
crushed  gravel  and  the  seal  coat  of  oil  and  will  be  complete. 
The  second  phase  of  Williams  Street  was  started  this  year 
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and  will  be  completed  early  in  the  Spring  of  1969.  The  layout 
for  the  third  phase  of  Williams  Street  will  be  started  this 
coming  year  as  we  continue  the  program  of  improving  Town 
Streets. 

The  firm  of  Faye,  Spofford  and  Thorndike  was  hired  to 
up-date  the  sewerage  study  and  prepare  a  detailed  plan  for 
a  sewerage  system  to  conform  with  the  mandate  served  on 
the  Town  by  the  State.  A  preliminary  report  has  been  made 
to  the  Board  and  as  soon  as  this  has  been  finalized  we  will 
be  venturing  into  one  of  the  most  expensive  programs  ever 
undertaken  by  the  town. 

“Where  will  it  all  end?”  This  is  the  cry  of  mayors  and 
selectmen  just  about  everywhere  throughout  the  state  as  the 
cost  of  local  and  state  goverement  continue  their  astronomical 
climb. 

We  can  predict  that  the  local  taxpayer  will  be  faced  with 
a  large  increase  in  their  tax  bills  brought  about  by  a  drastic 
cut  in  the  local  aid  fund  and  the  increase  in  school  and  govern¬ 
mental  budgets.  This  Board  will  continue  to  try  to  improve 
our  Fire,  Police  and  Highw^ay  Departments  but  all  future 
expenditures  will  have  to  be  scrutinized  and  weighed  care¬ 
fully  as  to  their  effect  on  the  already  over-burdened  taxpayer. 
Progress  must  continue  and  service  must  be  improved  for  no 
community  can  afford  to  become  stagnant. 

Also  facing  the  town,  are  problems  in  water  and  air 
pollution,  solid-waste  disposal,  school  needs,  town  office  build¬ 
ing,  building  codes  and  zoning  by-laws.  These  must  be  dealt 
with  in  the  near  future. 

We  express  our  appreciation  and  gratitude  to  the  Citizens, 
Town  Officials  and  Employees  for  their  cooperation  in  the 
performance  of  duty — especially  to  all  Town  employees,  we 
recognize  your  everlasting  loyalty  and  many  services  to  the 
Town.

Horton  as  follows: 

“The  Dighton  Planning  Board  is  presenting  to  the 
citizens  of  Dighton  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  a  Zoning 
By-Law.  We  have  tried  to  make  it  as  complete  as  possible, 
but  we  realize  that  in  the  years  to  come  there  will  have  to 
be  amendments  and  changes  made.  We  also,  realize  that  the 
Land  Use  Map  will  need  to  be  changed.  This  change  will  come 
about  when  the  Federal  money  becomes  available  to  do  the 
maps  in  the  Master  Plan.  On  March  1st,  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Commerce  thought  that  the  funds  would  be 
available  in  the  fiscal  year  of  1969. 

We  have  counseled  with  many  of  the  citizens  of  the  Town 
and  have  tried  to  be  fair  and  still  prepare  a  By-Law  for  the 
good  of  all  of  the  people.  This  town  is  wide  open  to  anyone, 
anywhere  to  come  into  town  and  build  or  erect  anything  they 
desire  with  no  regard  to  their  fellow  neighbors. 

From  1960  to  1965  the  population  of  Dighton  increased 
by  10%.  From  1965  to  1970  the  projected  growth  will  be  ap¬ 
proximately  15%.  With  Somerset's  land  practically  used  up 
and  Seekonk’s  land  going  at  a  fast  pace  people  will  be  looking 
to  Dighton  for  land  to  build  and  settle  upon.  Most  of  the 
neighboring  towns  have  adopted  Zoning  By-Laws  ten  years 
ago  or  better. 

The  Planning  Board  has  approved  subdivision  of  land  on 
which  if  houses  are  built  this  year  alone,  there  will  be  an 
increase  of  125  homes.  We  know  of  several  developers  who 
are  interested  in  coming  to  Dighton  to  develop  more  land  for 
homes. 

In  conclusion,  we  have  heard  many  requests  from  in¬ 
dividuals  asking  the  Planning  Board  to  help  to  protect  their 
rights  and  to  protect  the  value  of  their  property.  This  By-Law 
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is  drawn  up  for  this  purposo.  It  is  now  up  to  tho  citizens  of 
our  Town  here  tonight  to  adopt,  amend  or  reject  the  proposed 
Zoning  By-Law  for  the  Town  of  Dighton.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HERITAGE  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Dighton  Heritage  Committee  met  in  the  year  1968 
and  listed  historically  significant  events. 

The  Committee  was  most  interested  in  the  successful 
efforts  of  the  Dighton  Historical  Society  to  purchase  and 
begin  restoration  of  the  old  house  at  the  comer  of  Williams 
and  Center  Streets.  This  house  was  built  by  Job  Winslow 
sometime  prior  to  1792  and  was  lived  in  for  many  years  by 
Sam  Davis,  a  former  Dighton  Selectmen.  It  was  also  noted 
that  the  stencilling  found  in  the  house  has  opened  up  a  new 
field  of  investigation  for  the  newly  formed  research  committee 
of  the  Dighton  Historical  Society.  This  committee  will  prob¬ 
ably  add  valuable  information  about  the  heritage  of  Dighton 
over  the  years  to  come. 

Thanks  are  gratefully  given  to  those  citizens  who  have 
helped  our  committee  and  the  Dighton  Historical  Society 
through  gifts  of  information,  maps,  flags  and  other  donations. 
The  committee  thanks  especially  the  Selectmen  who  gave  us 
the  use  of  the  Nicholas  Stevens  house — also  known  as  the 
Codding  house — for  research  and  for  old  lumber  usable  in  the 
restoration  of  the  Sam  Davis  house.  The  Stevens  house,  the 
Hunt  house  on  Stoddard  Avenue  and  the  Walker  house  on 
Somerset  Avenue,  last  lived  in  by  Emily  Lima,  have  now  been 
torn  down. 

We  urge  Dighton  citizens  to  take  an  active  interest  in 
all  efforts  to  preserve  for  the  future  the  events  and  the 
products  of  the  fast  disappearing  past.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  HISTORIAN 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Townspeople  of  Dighton : 

During  1968  the  Dighton  Historical  Socity  has  made  a 
definite  start  in  the  work  of  securing  a  place  for  storing  and 
displaying  Dighton  antiques,  artifacts  and  valuable  papers. 
A  bequest  of  $5,000  by  Mrs.  Delight  Standish  Jones,  together 
with  donations  by  Townspeople,  made  this  possible.  Before 
the  house  was  purchased,  the  Society  was  incorporated  under 
Massachusetts  laws.  A  house  to  house  canvass  endorsed  by  the 
Selectmen  was  conducted  during  the  spring  months.  This 
brought  in  $1,950.00.  Donations  from  this  canvass  are  still 
coming  in.  Many  former  residents  have  sent  contributions. 
Such  are  exempt  from  Federal  taxes.  We  hope  that  more  will 
come  in,  especially  from  people  whom  we  are  unable  to  contact. 

The  house  purchased  is  interesting  and  was  sturdily  built 
by  Job  Winslow,  probably  the  grandson  of  Rev.  Nathaniel 
Fisher,  the  first  minister  of  Dighton.  Perhaps  it  should  be 
called  the  Winslow-Davis  House,  but  so  far  we  refer  to  it  as 
the  Sam  Davis  House  from  Sam  Davis,  former  Selectman, 
who  lived  in  it  from  1823  to  his  death,  in  1860. 

Extensive  research  by  Rev.  Louis  Dees  has  established 
the  date  of  building  the  house  as  before  1790  and  has  shown 
the  succession  of  ownership  from  then  to  the  present  time. 

The  Winslow-Davis  House  is  notable  for  brightly  colored 
stencilled  designs  of  rose,  buff,  brick  red  and  black  on  the 
walls  in  three  of  the  rooms  and  for  windows  with  nine  small 
panes  over  six.  Most  of  the  inside  doors  are  in  good  condition 
with  the  original  latches. 

The  outside  walls  needed  repair  and  Richard  Simmons  was 
employed  to  make  it  watertight.  This  has  been  done.  Many 
hours  of  labor  have  been  given  by  members  of  the  Society 
and  by  Townspeople.  A  large  part  of  the  outside  walls  has 
received  at  least  one  coat  of  paint. 
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There  is  much  more  to  be  done.  The  yard  must  be  im¬ 
proved  and  cleaned  and  a  suitable  parking  place  set  aside. 
The  stencilled  walls  are  instinctive  and  should  be  restored. 
The  fireplace  should  be  restored  to  their  original  condition. 
We  plan  to  install  central  heating  with  the  hope  that  three 
rooms  may  be  fitted  as  an  apartment  so  that  articles  placed 
in  the  museum  may  have  protection.  Some  necessary  articles 
of  plumbing,  wall  paper  and  paint  have  already  been  con¬ 
tributed  or  promised. 

To  add  to  the  fund  collected  the  Society  has  sold  over  600 
cookbooks.  These  are  inexpensive  and  make  nice  presents. 
Large  picture  maps  of  the  Town  and  Council  Oak  Plates  have 
also  been  sold.  All  articles  are  still  available.  Three  sales  with 
open  house  have  been  held  at  the  Winslow-Davis  House.  We 
hope  that  Townspeople  will  continue  to  support  these  sales 
so  that  insurance,  electricity  and  water  may  be  financed  and 
hopefully,  our  restoration  fund  may  be  increased. 

We  have  continued  our  interest  in  old  cemeteries,  and 
this  has  paid  off  financially  in  a  small  way,  as  inquirers  about 
old  Dighton  families  have  sent  us  donations  in  return  for 
information  sent  them.  We  still  read  and  copy  gravestones 
when  the  weather  is  suitable.  With  the  exception  of  a  part 
of  the  Dighton  Unitarian  Cemetery,  all  have  been  charted.

Since  my  appointment  in  September,  1968  as  Civil  Defense 
Director,  Dighton  has  continued  to  be  active  in  local,  state 
and  national  radio  and  alert  drills  as  required  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Army,  Office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Army,  Office 
of  Civil  Defense. 

Due  to  the  lack  of  proper  storage  space  the  Dighton  De¬ 
fense  Director,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
has  requested  that  the  Hospital  Unit  that  was  stored  in  the 
basement  of  the  Junior  High  School  be  returned  and  assigned 
to  some  other  town  that  has  the  available  storage  space. 

To  replace  this  transfer  of  the  Hospital  Unit  the  Dighton 
Civil  Defense  Director,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Director  of 
Civil  Defense,  Sector  2A,  are  negotiating  for  licensed  Shelters 
with  industries  in  the  town. 

A  licensed  Shelter  contains  food,  medical  supplies  and 
other  supplies  to  sustain  life  for  several  days. 

In  December  1968,  I  completed  a  correspondence  course 
called  ‘Uivil  Defense  U.S.A.’^  the  purpose  of  which  was  to 
explain  the  relationship  between  military  defense  planning 
and  civil  defense  planning  in  the  nuclear  age. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Town  Officials,  the  Police  Chief,  the 
Fire  Chief,  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  and  their  Depart¬ 
ments,  the  Town  Officials  and  Personnel,  the  Civil  Defense 
Radio  Officer,  Mr.  Fred  Rebello,  Mr.  Henry  Descoteaux  and 
everyone  who  has  helped  in  Civil  Defense.

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Dighton: 

The  Planning  Board  was  required  to  resubmit  our  applica¬ 
tion  to  the  State  Department  of  Urban  Affairs.  At  present 
sixteen  (16)  communities  in  the  State  also  have  applications 
pending.  Dighton  is  one  of  the  eight  (8)  communities  with  an 
"‘A’^  rating  for  funding.  We  have  been  told  by  the  State  that 
they  hope  that  Dighton's  701  Grant  will  be  funded  by  Spring, 
1969. 

The  Planning  Board  presented  to  the  Town  a  Zoning  By- 
Law.  Although  the  majority  of  the  Townspeople  voted  for  its 
adoption,  it  did  not  carry.  The  vote  was  177,  for  and  100, 
against.  184  votes  were  needed  for  adoption. 

At  the  request  of  many  of  the  Townspeople  we  will  present 
a  Zoning  By-Law  to  the  Town  at  the  annual  Town  Meeting 
in  March,  1969. 

The  Board  has  routinely  signed  all  plans  for  recording 
of  deeds  and  checked  all  building  permits  of  which  six  (6) 
were  referred  to  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

At  present  the  Board  has  two  (2)  subdivisions  of  land 
pending.  One  for  twenty-two  (22)  house  lots  and  one  for  nine 
(9)  house  lots. 

We  express  our  thanks  to  the  citizens  who  were  very 
helpful  in  reviewing  the  Zoning  By-Laws  before  presentation 
to  the  Town  at  the  Town  Meeting  and  to  the  Selectmen, 
Finance  Committee,  Town  Officials  and  Personnel  who  have 
cooperated  with  us.

Entrance  Age 

First  grade  registration  in  September  of  any  year  will  be 
limited  to  those  children  who  are  at  least  six  years  of  age  or 
who  will  become  six  years  of  age  on  or  before  the  following 
January  1.  There  will  be  no  exceptions  made  to  this  ruling. 

Birth  Certificates 

Presentation  of  a  birth  certificate  is  required  for  entrance 
to  the  first  grade. 

Vaccination 

Every  child  who  enters  school  for  the  first  time  must 
present  a  certificate  of  vaccination  or  a  statement  from  his 
physician  that  vaccination  is  inadvisble. 

NO  SCHOOL  INFORMATION 

Elementary  and  Junior  High  Schools 

Whenever  it  seems  advisable  to  close  the  elementary 
school  the  notice  will  be  broadcast  over  Radio  Station  WPEP, 
Taunton  and  over  Radio  Station  WSAR,  Fall  River,  also 
WPRO,  Providence,  and  WARA,  Attleboro. 

High  School 

Whenever  the  school  buses  can  be  safely  operated  there 
will  be  school  at  the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School 
unless  unforeseen  emergencies  make  it  necessary  to  close.  In 
the  event  of  closing  the  information  will  be  specifically  an¬ 
nounced  over  the  radio  as  indicated  above  for  the  elementary 
school. 

TRANSPORTATION 

The  law  requires  that  transportation  be  provided  for 
pupils  residing  more  than  two  miles  from  the  school  attended 
or  more  than  one  mile  from  the  nearest  bus  stop.  Many  pupils 
living  at  lesser  distances  along  established  routes  are  trans¬ 
ported  if  the  seating  capacity  of  the  bus  will  permit.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Dighton: 

I  herewith  submit  my  fourteenth  annual  report  as  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Schools  in  Dighton.  Incorporated  herein  is  the 
report  of  the  Principals,  the  Music  Supervisors,  and  the  School 
Nurse. 

Personnel 

We  experienced  very  little  change  in  personnel  at  the 
elementary  school.  Mr.  Robrt  Coulsey,  special  class  teacher, 
left  to  teach  in  Rhode  Island.  He  was  replaced  by  Miss  Valerie 
Ross,  a  graduate  of  Bridgewater  State  College.  Mrs.  Dolores 
Johnson  is  devoting  full  time  to  teaching  art  and  remedial 
teaching.  Mrs.  Mary  DeMello  was  transferred  to  grade  four. 
Mrs.  Jane  Feroli,  a  teacher  with  six  years  of  experience  in 
this  area,  was  hired  to  teach  second  grade. 

The  junior  high  school  faculty  saw  quite  a  change.  Miss 
Bernnice  Mader  left  to  study  in  Arizona.  Mr.  John  Farmer  is 
teaching  in  Mansfield.  Mr.  Raymond  Medeiros  is  in  the  armed 
service  and  Mr.  Robert  Durfee  has  left  teaching.  Miss  Lois 
Dooley,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Massachusetts  replaced 
Mr.  Medeiros  teaching  English.  Mr.  Paul  Doherty,  who  former¬ 
ly  taught  in  Abington  and  Woburn,  is  the  new  mathematics 
teacher.  Mrs.  Alice  Friedberg,  a  Boston  University  graduate, 
replaced  Mr.  Farmer.  Mrs.  Estelle  Dow  teaches  social  studies 
in  grades  six  and  seven.  She  formerly  taught  in  Taunton  and 
is  a  graduate  of  Pembroke  College.  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Davis  was 
hired  as  an  additional  sixth  grade  teacher  this  year.  She  is 
a  graduate  of  Rhode  Island  College  and  taught  in  Providence. 

In  the  special  subect  areas,  Mrs.  Jacqueline  Booth,  a 
former  Dighton  Elementary  teacher,  is  the  new  art  teacher 
replacing  Mrs.  Susan  Sobel.  Mr.  Peter  Abramo  replaced  Mr. 
Peter  DiCarlo  as  music  teacher. 

I  feel  that  although  we  have  experienced  many  changes, 
we  have  strengthened  our  faculty  in  many  areas  and  this 
should  benefit  our  students  directly. 
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School  Plant 

In  the  1967  report  we  stated  that  the  School  Needs  Som- 
mittee  had  reported  to  a  town  meeting  the  need  for  more 
buildings  and  that  a  building  committee  should  be  appointed. 

About  January,  1968,  we  received  an  indication  from  the 
School  Building  Assistance  Bureau  that  some  thought  should 
be  given  to  regionalizing  grades  five  through  twelve  or  kinder¬ 
garten  through  twelve.  After  many  meetings  and  a  great  deal 
of  time  we  were  told  that  a  definite  regional  study  to  amend 
the  present  agreement  must  be  done  before  any  further  build¬ 
ing  could  be  considered.  This  study  was  done  and  presented 
to  the  towns  in  the  form  of  an  amended  agreement  to  include 
the  town  of  Berkley  in  a  kindergarten  through  grade  twelve 
regional  district.  This  plan,  when  presented  to  town  meetings 
for  a  vote,  was  defeated  in  Dighton  and  Rehoboth  but  passed 
in  Berkley.  One  year  later  we  are  saying  again  that  we  need 
a  committee  to  work  out  a  plan  for  additional  school  space. 

The  renovatons  suggested  for  the  junior  high  school  in 
last  year’s  report  were  carred  out.  Tihe  large  study  hall  was 
divided  into  two  classrooms  and  the  library  moved  to  a 
smaller  room.  This  gave  us  two  classrooms  in  place  of  one. 

The  usual  repairs  and  painting  were  carried  out  during 
the  summer. 

During  this  next  summer  the  exterior  of  each  school  will 
be  painted.  Interior  repairs  will  be  continued  at  both  schools 
and  an  effort  will  be  made  to  renovate  some  classrooms  at 
the  junior  high  school. 


Enrollment 

The  enrollment  increase  this  year  is  twenty-two  pupils 
over  1967.  This  is  just  about  one  yearly  average  increase  in 
grades  one  thru  eight  since  1959.  At  the  present  time  there 
are  more  pupils  enrolled  in  the  junior  high  school  than  there 
were  high  school  pupils  in  1959.  The  enrollment  in  the 
elementary  grades  one  thru  five  averages  over  one  hundred 
per  grade. 

This  slow  increase  in  enrollment  is  slowly  overcrowding 
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our  classrooms  and  with  kindergarten  required  by  1973,  every¬ 
thing  points  to  a  need  for  more  space. 

Budget 

Greatest  increase  in  the  budget  again  this  year  is  in 
instruction  where  the  increase  is  $61,000.00.  Increases  in 
teacher's  salaries  and  the  addition  of  two  new  full  time 
teachers  is  responsible  for  the  greatest  part  of  raise  in  the 
budget.  Other  school  services  shows  an  increase  of  $5,500.00 
which  is  due  to  the  anticipated  increase  in  transportation 
cost  when  a  new  contract  is  sought  this  year. 

The  continued  repair  and  renovation  at  the  junior  high 
school  and  the  exterior  painting  of  both  schools  is  responsible 
fo  ran  $1,000.00  increase  in  operation  and  maintenance  of 
plant. 

Our  entitlement  under  Chapter  70,  state  aid,  for  the  com¬ 
ing  year  is  $102,000.00.  If  we  can  realize  75%  of  this,  it 
would  increase  our  aid  by  $15,000.00  over  this  past  year. 

It  would  seem  that  we  must  receive  increased  state  aid 
if  we  are  to  have  minimum  salaries  for  teachers  set  by  the 
state  legislature. 

Program 

I  call  your  attention  to  the  report  of  Dr.  Rose  Borges, 
Elementary  Principal,  for  a  report  on  curriculum  changes. 
The  continuous  progress  or  non-graded  plan  seems  to  benefit 
the  individual  student  and  that  of  course  is  the  prime  purpose 
of  education. 

The  kindergarten  program  last  summer  was  very  bene¬ 
ficial  in  helping  to  identify  incoming  first  graders  and  placing 
them  where  they  could  be  helped  the  most. 

Mr.  Leo  Wontkowski,  Junior  High  Principal,  is  working 
hard  to  carry  out  a  program  that  will  be  of  greatest  value 
to  each  individual.  This  cannot  be  accomplished  to  any  great 
degree  in  his  limited  school  space. 

I  wish  to  thank  both  principals  and  their  staffs  for  the 
untiring  efforts  to  improve  our  school  program. 
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Conclusion 

I  wish  to  commend  Mr.  Antone  Costa,  Mr.  George  Perry, 
Mr.  John  White  and  Mr.  Manuel  Mello  for  their  efforts  in 
keeping  our  schools  in  good  physical  shape  after  a  poor  year 
financially  in  1967.  Mrs.  Alfrena  Bettencourt  and  her  staff 
have  worked  had  to  put  the  cafeteria  on  a  sound  basis  once 
again  while  the  ycontinued  to  serve  good  meals.  They  all 
deserve  praise  for  this  effort. 

In  addition  to  her  duties  as  school  nurse,  Mrs.  Carolyn 
Booth  has  been  performing  the  duties  o  ftruant  officer.  With 
our  young  people  faced  with  so  many  problems  today,  we 
feel  that  Mrs.  Booth  is  a  person  who  understands  these  prob¬ 
lems  and  can  be  of  great  help  to  them. 

Finally  I  wish  to  thank  all  parents  and  organizations 
who  have  helped  our  schools  during  the  past  year.  We  hope 
that  we  ca  ncount  on  your  continued  support.  Our  schools 
educate  today  those  who  will  govern  our  democracy  tomorrow.

I  hereby  submit  my  second  report  as  Principal  of  Dighton 
Junior  High  School. 

Enrollment : 

Our  present  enrollment  is  290  students.  This  is  an  increase 
of  20  students  over  the  enrollment  figure  stated  in  the  last 
report. 

Curriculum  and  School  Program: 

This  year  the  number  of  physical  education  periods  has 
been  increased  for  all  students.  Grade  7  and  8  students  now 
have  three  periods  a  week  and  grade  6  students  have  two 
periods  a  week.  A  public  speaking  class  has  been  initiated  in 
grade  7  while  the  foreign  language  class  was  discontinued 
in  grade  8. 

Students  in  grade  7  and  grade  8  have  been  scheduled  into 
achievement  groups  in  both  English  and  Mathematics.  It  is 
hoped  that  a  similar  program  can  be  effected  next  year  in 
grade  6. 

The  extended  noon  recess  has  been  modified  to  include 
a  study  session  during  the  noon  hours,  which  permits  students 
to  obtain  extra-help  during  the  school  day. 

Personnel : 

Our  staff  now  consists  of  10  full  time  teachers  and  6 
part-time  teachers.  One  full  time  teacher  was  added  to  the 
staff  to  accommodate  the  large  sixth  grade  which  entered  the 
school  this  year.  There  are  five  new  full  time  faculty  members : 
Mr.  Paul  Doherty,  Miss  Lois  A.  Dooley,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  W. 
Davis,  Mrs.  Estelle  P.  Dow,  Mrs.  Alice  E.  Friedberg.  New 
part-time  teachers  include  Mrs.  Jacqueline  A.  Booth,  Art; 
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Mr.  Peter  L.  Abramo,  Inst.  Music  and  Mr.  Joel  W.  Gressel, 
Voc.  Music. 

Mr.  John  White  was  appointed  head  custodian.  He  is 
assisted  in  his  duties  by  Mr.  Manuel  Mello  who  became  a 
member  of  the  school  staff  this  fall. 

In  addition  to  the  teaching  staff  we  now  have  2  part-time 
aides,  Mrs.  Della  Hathaway  and  Mrs.  Marilyn  Healey  whose 
presence  on  the  staff  has  been  most  valuable.  The  aides 
proctor  most  study  halls,  assist  in  the  cafeteria  and,  at  time, 
assist  students  with  'their  assignments. 

Extra  Curricular  Activity: 

This  year’s  program  includes  appropriate  seasonal  activi¬ 
ties  for  boys  and  girls  one  day  a  week  for  each  of  the  latter. 
The  winter  program  will  provide  an  extra  activity  so  as  to 
expand  the  program  to  four  days  during  this  season. 

Conclusion : 

I  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Roy  for  his  assistance  and  sup¬ 
port  in  promoting  the  physical  and  curricular  changes  that 
were  accomplished  this  year. 

To  the  whole  staff  of  this  school  may  I  express  my  thanks 
for  making  this  a  very  successful  school  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISING  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE 
DIGHTON  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL

I  herewith  respectfully  submit  my  ninth  annual  report 
as  Supervising  Principal  of  the  Dighton  Elementary  School. 

Enrollment : 

MHien  I  took  over  the  duties  of  my  office  in  1960  the 
enrollment  was  377  students — today  we  have  an  enrollment 
of  515  students.  The  need  of  additional  classroom  space  is 
urgent.  The  state  department  of  education  is  recommending 
classes  of  25  or  less  as  well  as  public  kindergarten  classes 
for  all  students.  To  keep  our  education  program  second  to 
none  we  will  need  the  following: 

5  Classrooms — One  for  each  grade 
3  Classrooms — for  kindergarten 
1  Classroom — for  Art  Classes 
1  Classroom — for  science  Grades  4  and  5 
1  Classroom — for  a  larger  library 

1  Classroom — for  instrumental  music  which  could  also 
_  be  used  for  speech  therapy  and  group  instruction. 

12  Classrooms 

The  removal  of  Grade  5  from  this  school  plant  will  not 
solve  the  need  for  additional  classroom  space  at  the  elementary 
school. 

Curriculum : 

For  the  first  time  a  five  week  summer  school  kindergarten 
was  held  with  57  pupils  in  attendance.  Mrs.  Helen  Lane,  Miss 
Judith  Higgins  and  Mrs.  Rebecca  Webster  were  the  teachers 
who  participated  in  the  program.  In  each  of  the  classrooms 
two  high  school  girls  served  as  aides. 

During  the  session  the  pupils  were  given  the  Gesell  School 
Readiness  Test  and  also  a  vision  test  administered  by  Dr. 
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Solomon  Slobins,  an  optometrist,  who  specializes  in  develop¬ 
ment  and  preventive  vision  care.  These  tests  were  given  to 
detect  visual  -  motor  -  perceptual  skills  which  when  inadequate, 
lead  to  learning  difficulties  in  the  normal  school  environment. 

The  above  information  was  used  in  the  placement  of  pupils 
in  Grade  1.  All  first  grade  teachers  have  included  in  their  daily 
curriculum  a  period  of  visual  -  motor  perceptual  instruction. 
To  extend  this  program  Mrs.  Johnson,  Miss  Ross  and  Miss 
Harrington  are  working  with  pupils  who  need  help  in  this  area. 

Changes  are  taking  place  in  the  subject  fields  of  our 
curriculum.  The  three  fifth  grade  teachers  have  organized 
a  program  whereby  the  science  in  each  fifth  grade  is  taught 
by  Mrs.  Horrocks,  geography  by  Mrs.  Turner  and  history  by 
Mr.  Larivee. 

In  Grades  1,  II  and  III  we  are  using  a  modified  non-graded 
plan  in  instructional  reading  using  12  levels.  Students  move 
at  their  own  rate  from  one  level  to  the  next  whenever  they 
have  successfully  achieved  the  educational  objectives  for  that 
level. 

This  year  Mrs.  Johnson,  who  has  a  special  artistic  talent, 
has  been  instructed  to  teach  the  art  classes  in  all  the  grades 
from  Grade  I  thru  Grade  V  including  the  Special  Class. 

We  are  continuing  the  rotating  program  in  reading  and 
math  in  Grades  IV  and  V.  Students  are  grouped  into  4  homo¬ 
geneous  classes  for  the  above  subjects. 

All  students  receive  instruction  in  physical  education  once 
each  week  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Harrington  and  Mr. 
Masciarelli. 

Last  but  not  least,  teacher  aides  are  being  used  to  free 
teachers  from  some  of  the  non-teaching  duties  allowing  teach¬ 
ers  more  time  to  teach. 

Cafeteria: 

Our  cafeteria  personnel  under  the  supervision  of  Mrs. 
Alfrena  Bettencourt,  cafeteria  manager,  continue  to  serve  the 
Dighton  Elementary  School  and  the  Dighton  Junior  High 
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School,  a  type  ''A”  menu  which  meets  with  the  approval  of 
the  National  School  Lunch  Office. 

Maintenance : 

We  are  indeed  fortunate  to  have  on  our  custodial  staff 
men  who  take  great  pride  in  keeping  the  school  building  and 
school  grounds  in  excellent  condition.  Mr.  Antone  Costa,  head 
custodian  and  Mr.  George  Perry  work  together  as  a  fine  team 
in  the  performance  of  their  duties.  We  sincerely  appreciate 
their  efforts.

Music  Supervisor. 

Weekly  visits  to  all  elementary  classrooms  were  made  in 
order  to  continue  the  development  of  a  varied  program  of 
musical  activities.  With  the  assistance  and  cooperation  of 
the  classroom  teachers  definite  progress  was  made  in  the  past 
year.  The  continued  purchase  of  textbooks,  recordings,  and 
rhythm  instruments  enhanced  the  enrichment  of  the  vocal 
music  program. 

The  elementary  school  choir  of  approximately  75  fifth 
graders  met  weekly  for  thirty  minute  rehearsals.  They  parti¬ 
cipated  in  the  elementary  school’s  annual  spring  program  in 
May  and  recently  sang  in  the  annual  Christmas  program. 
Both  programs  were  held  in  the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional 
High  School.  In  June  the  choir  presented  a  program  for  the 
students  of  the  Halifax  Elementary  School  which  was  fol¬ 
lowed  by  a  picnic  lunch  at  Plymouth  Monument  and  a  visit 
to  Plymouth’s  National  Wax  Museum. 

I  enthusiastically  look  forward  to  another  year  of  growth 
in  the  vocal  music  area  of  the  Dighton  Elementary  School’s 
curriculum.

Dear  Mr.  Roy: 

In  retrospect,  the  year  1968  has  been  one  of  change.  The 
loss  of  Mr.  Peter  DiCarlo,  and  the  addition  of  Mr.  Joel  Gressell, 
annd  Mr.  Peter  Abramo  to  our  department,  has  given  each 
Principal  a  more  realistic  time  bloc  within  which  to  schedule 
music  classes  and  lessons.  The  increase  in  personnel  has  also 
alleviated  my  schedule,  and  allowed  me  to  devote  more  time 
to  my  departmental  duties. 

The  increase  in  teaching  and  scheduling  is  offset  however 
by  the  normally  slow  student  acceptance  of  changes  in  faculty. 

We  have  continued  this  year,  as  in  past  years  our  program 
of  purchasing  new  instruments  and  equipment,  while  at  the 
same  time  maintaining  our  older  equipment,  so  that  we  may 
receive  maximum  return  for  our  monies  spent. 

Our  student  enrollment  in  grades  4  -  8  is  up  as  expected, 
however  our  past  figure  of  20%  involvement  for  one  year  or 
longer  is  no  longer  valid,  we  are  up  2%  over  last  year,  based 
on  total  enrollment.  An  increase  of  10%  was  noted  this  year 
by  Mr.  Abramo  for  beginning  instrumental  students. 

We  are  presently  endeavoring  to  continue  our  vocal  course 
of  study.  At  present  it  terminates  in  grade  five,  it  will  this 
year  be  continued  through  grade  eight,  a  real  need  at  the 
Junior  High  School. 

I  am  looking  forward  this  coming  year  to  purchasing  the 
much  needed  music  texts,  and  vocal  materials  for  both  schools, 
under  our  new  budget. 

Our  need  for  physical  space  at  both  schools  for  lessons, 
classes,  and  reharsals  is  acute.  It  becomes  increasingly  difficult 
each  year  to  operate  efficiently  in  our  present  situation. 
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When  we  correct  the  above  problem  of  teaching  space  in 
our  schools,  we  may  more  efficiently  utilize  our  department 
personnel,  while  at  the  same  time  expanding  our  program 
offerings.

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  School  Nurse  for 
the  Dighton  Elementary  and  Junior  High  Schools  for  the 
1967-1968  school  year. 

Visual  Tests: 

782  children  in  both  schools  were  tested  by  Titmus  Optical 
Tester.  61  children  failed  this  test  and  were  referred  to  eye 
specialists.  56  referrals  were  completed. 

Audio  Tests: 

782  students  were  tested  by  Maico  Audiometer.  15  stu¬ 
dents  failed  and  all  15  were  treated  by  ear  specialists. 

Physical  Examinations : 

Grade  I,  IV  and  Special  Education. 

193  students  in  the  above  classes  were  examined  by  Dr. 
Charles  Souza,  school  physician.  73  of  these  students  were  re¬ 
ferred  to  their  family  doctor  for  further  evaluation.  27  re¬ 
referrals  were  completed. 

Grade  VII  and  Athletic  Physicals. 

101  students  in  Junior  High  were  examined.  28  were 
referred  for  further  evaluation.  6  of  these  referrals  were 
completed. 

Sick  Calls: 

Elementary  School. 

931  children  visited  the  Health  Room.  75  were  sent  home 
to  a  parent.  3  were  transported  to  the  Emergency  Room  at 
Morton  Hospital;  and  3  were  treated  in  the  office  of  their 
family  doctor.  The  rest  were  cared  for  in  the  health  room 
and  returned  to  class. 

Junior  High  School. 

77  students  visited  me  in  the  school  office.  4  were  trans¬ 
ported  to  Morton  Hospital  and  11  were  transported  home. 
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Immunization : 

Tuberculin  Testing  Program. 

For  the  first  time,  all  of  the  students  in  both  schools  were 
tested  for  Tuberculosis.  This  program  was  carried  out  by 
Mr.  Vokey  of  the  Bristol  County  Health  Association,  the 
Dighton  Board  of  Health  and  the  school  nurse  and  doctor. 

12/15/67  -  667  children  were  given  the  Heaf  Tuberculin  Test. 
35  children  had  positive  reactions. 

2/5/68  Mantou  tests  were  given  to  all  children  who  had  a 
positive  Heaf.  4  had  positive  reactions. 

2/12/68  4  children  were  transported  to  Bristol  County  Hos¬ 

pital  for  chest  X-rays.  All  four  had  negative  chest  X-rays 
and  were  placed  on  chemotherapy  for  one  year  as  a 
preventive  measure. 

Measles  Clinic: 

2/2/68  61  children  received  Measles  Vaccine  at  Dighton 

Elementary  School. 

Diphtheria,  Pertussis  and  Tetanus  (D.P.T.T)  Clinics: 

Three  clinics  were  held  in  March,  April  and  May  of 

1968. 

3/29/68  D.  T.  Toxoid  injections  were  given  to  75  students  in 
Grades  I  &  VI. 

4/18/68  D.  T.  Booster  injections  were  given  to  49  students 
at  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School. 

4  Elementary  school  children  received  second  injections 
of  D.  T.  Toxoid. 

5/5/68  Clinic  was  for  all  pre-school  children. 

Again  I  extend  a  sincere  thank  you  to  you  Mr.  Roy,  Dr. 
Souza  the  personnel  of  both  schools,  and  the  parents  of  the 
school  children,  for  the  cooperation  and  assistance  I  receive 
in  carrying  out  a  complete  health  program.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIGHTON-REHOBOTH 
REGIONAL  DISTRICT  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

This  is  the  ninth  annual  report  of  the  Dighton-Rehoboth 
Regional  School  District. 

Enrollment 

Our  enrollment  has  increased  again  by  58  students  over 
last  year.  This  increase  can  be  attributed  to  248  freshman 
enrolling  in  September  while  we  graduated  162  seniors  in 
June.  While  we  have  been  concerned  with  new  schools  to  take 
care  of  the  pupils  in  Dighton  and  Rehoboth,  the  enrollment 
at  the  Regional  High  School  has  been  steadily  increasing.  The 
school  was  built  to  take  care  of  an  enrollment  of  800  pupils 
with  the  possible  enrollment  of  1,000  pupils.  At  847  pupils 
we  are  experiencing  difficulty  in  finding  space  for  some  classes 
at  certain  periods  during  during  the  day.  There  are  three 
possibilities  of  relieving  this  situation  in  the  next  few  years. 
When  the  new  Bristol-Plymouth  Regional  Technical  Vocational 
High  School  is  opened,  we  should  experience  a  decrease  of 
75  to  100  pupils.  However,  with  enrollment  increases  in  the 
next  two  years,  the  enrollment  by  1971  will  still  be  an  esti¬ 
mated  850  pupils.  A  second  possibility  is  the  eliminating  of 
Berkley  pupils.  We  have  115  pupils  from  Berkley  now  and 
their  leaving  would  reduce  the  enrollment.  While  their  presence 
does  necessitate  some  additonal  faculty,  their  tuition  of 
$825.00  per  pupil  is  a  great  deal  more  than  the  extra  cost. 
The  third  possibility  is  an  addition  to  the  or  academic 
wing.  This  would  allow  for  the  conversion  of  some  classroom 
space  into  additional  space  for  the  library  and  for  science 
laboratores.  Other  areas  that  should  be  expanded  would  be 
cafeteria  and  gymnasium  facilities. 

The  Regional  Committee  is  studying  the  enrollment 
trends  and  will  probably  report  on  some  plan  within  the  next 
year. 

Finances 

The  gross  budget  for  1969  is  $865,651.00.  This  is  an 
increase  of  $151,000.00  over  1968.  The  net  increase  is  $115,- 
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322.94.  Anticipated  receipts  are  $70,000.00  state  aid  for  trans¬ 
portation  and  $94,875.00  in  tuition. 

The  instruction  item  represents  the  largest  increase  in 
the  budget — $106,769.00.  This  increase  is  due  to  increase  in 
teacher’s  salaries  and  the  addition  of  four  new  teachers  in 
September  of  1968.  The  increased  cost  of  text  books  and 
special  supplies  amounts  to  $8,000.00  because  of  increased 
enrollment  and  cost  of  materials.  Other  school  services  showed 
an  increase  of  $23,000.00.  Anticipated  increases  in  transporta¬ 
tion  with  a  new  contract  in  in  September  accounts  for  most 
of  this  increase. 

The  total  budget  increase  is  about  21%.  While  this  is 
greater  than  usual,  it  compares  with  most  towns  in  the  area. 
Increased  salaries  by  increased  minimum  affects  most  towns 
to  the  same  degree. 

Faculty 

In  September  fourteen  new  members  joined  our  faculty. 
Ten  of  these  people  were  replacements  and  four  were  hired 
to  fill  new  positions  created  by  increased  enrollments.  Of  the 
ten  people  who  left  us  in  June,  four  left  for  further  study, 
one  to  be  at  home,  and  five  for  other  positions.  Of  the  latter 
five,  two  of  these  people  took  positions  elsewhere  because  of 
the  location  of  their  husband’s  work. 

Our  new  faculty  members  represent  perhaps  the  best 
cross  section  of  colleges  attended  and  geographic  locations 
we  have  ever  had.  Mrs.  Barbara  Burrows,  commercial  teacher, 
taught  in  New  York  and  was  educated  in  New  York.  Miss 
Claudia  Backlund,  English  teacher,  is  a  graduate  of  Stonehill 
College.  Other  English  teachers  are  Mrs.  Carol  Lindblom,  a 
Bates  College  graduate  and  Miss  Carole  Wyke  from  Pembroke 
College.  Mr.  Leon  Long,  a  part  time  foreign  language  teacher, 
has  studied  in  France  and  Spain.  Miss  Britt  Carlson,  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Massachusetts  and  Brown  University  and  Miss  Suzanne 
Desmarais,  State  College  Bridgewater,  are  new  mathematics 
teachers.  Mr.  Amos  Taylor  who  taught  many  years  at  New 
Bedford  High  School  brings  a  wealth  of  experience  to  the 
mathematics  department.  Two  beginning  teachers  in  the 
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science  department  are  Mr.  Raymond  Del  Colle  from  Stonehill 
College  and  Mr.  Vincent  Ferri  from  Northeastern  University. 
Mr.  Joseph  Gwiazdowski,  in  chemistry,  has  taught  several 
years  in  Michigan  and  is  a  native  of  Michigan.  Mr.  Frank 
Kocknowicz,  who  taught  in  Bourne,  spent  a  year  of  graduate 
work  in  science  at  the  University  of  Florida. 

As  most  people  know,  Mr.  Charles  Day,  Vocational  School 
Director  for  many  years,  was  elected  director  of  the  new 
Bristol-Plymouth  Regional  Technical  School.  Mr.  Day  had 
given  much  in  the  way  of  service  to  the  people  of  Dighton  and 
Rehoboth  and  we  wish  him  success  in  his  new  school.  We  will 
be  working  with  our  boys  again  when  his  new  school  is 
completed. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  our  vocational  school  will  be  phased 
out  by  the  new  school,  a  new  director  for  the  vocational  school 
was  not  hired.  The  Superintendent  of  Schools  was  made  acting 
director  and  Mr.  Nathan  Lawrence,  a  teacher  in  the  school, 
was  made  assistant  acting  director. 

Mr.  Ernest  Czerwinski,  a  graduate  of  S.  M.  T.  L,  was  ap¬ 
pointed  to  teach  mathematics  and  science  in  the  vocational 
high  school.  After  two  years  experimenting  with  part  time 
administrative  assistants,  it  was  decided  to  hire  once  again 
an  assistant  principal.  Mr.  Marshall  Sawyer  was  selected  from 
some  twenty  applicants.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Brown  University 
and  had  taught  in  Wareham,  Massachusetts.  At  the  time  of 
his  appointment  he  was  head  of  the  social  studies  department 
in  the  schools  of  that  town.  We  are  please  to  have  Mr.  Sawyer 
and  he  has  added  greatly  to  the  system  in  the  four  months 
he  has  been  here.  He  has  many  new  and  useful  ideas.  We 
welcome  him  to  Dighton-Rehoboth. 

Program 

We  are  fortunate  indeed  to  have  teachers  and  especially 
department  heads  who  work  hard  to  keep  abreast  of  the 
changes  in  curriculum.  Mr.  Clifford  Wood,  head  of  the  English 
department,  and  Mr.  John  Stewart,  head  of  the  mathematics 
department,  each  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  last  summer  with 
several  of  their  teachers  upgrading  their  curriculum.  Mr.  Wood 
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and  Mr.  William  Grover,  head  of  social  studies,  both  worked 
with  advanced  groups  at  Bridgewater  last  summer.  This  gave 
them  an  opportunity  to  compare  our  students  with  others  in 
the  area. 

Mrs.  Carol  Tripp,  head  of  the  science  department,  con¬ 
tinues  to  work  with  a  group  of  scientists  working  on  courses 
in  physical  science  and  ways  to  improve  the  teaching  of  these 
courses.  Mr.  James  Rennick  taught  at  the  University  of  Rhode 
Island  last  summer  and  continues  as  department  head  to 
bring  new  ideas  in  teaching  business  education.  Mr.  James 
Prates  and  members  of  his  department  took  advantage  of 
summer  seminars  in  teaching  foreign  language.  All  members 
of  the  industrial  arts  department  took  courses  in  their  field 
during  the  last  year. 

Mr.  David  Watson,  who  has  had  such  a  successful  instru¬ 
mental  music  program,  is  also  teaching  vocal  music  this  year 
and  we  hope  in  the  near  future  to  see  our  vocal  program  the 
equal  of  the  instrumental. 

We  hope  that  in  the  next  two  years  we  can  revise  our 
vocational  program  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  boys  who  will 
attend  the  new  school. 

Our  evening  adult  education  program  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  Frederick  Rounds  will  begin  in  January.  We  run  these 
courses  for  the  benefit  of  adults  in  Dighton  and  Rehoboth 
and  welcome  any  ideas  you  may  have  concerning  courses. 

Maintenance 

The  building  is  in  its  ninth  year  and  we  are  beginning  to 
experience  maintenance  problems  of  age.  Replacement  of 
machine  parts  and  plumbing  is  quite  often  necessary.  For¬ 
tunately  our  custodians  can  do  most  of  the  work.  Painting 
and  maintenance  of  the  grounds  is  an  important  part  of  the 
summer  program. 

At  this  point  it  would  seem  that  the  agitator,  the  most 
important  part  of  the  sewer  plant  will  have  to  be  replaced. 
It  is  hoped  that  we  will  be  able  to  replace  this  machinery 
with  parts  that  can  be  worked  on  above  the  water  level. 
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Again  we  owe  a  great  deal  of  gratitude  to  Mr.  Howell  Carr 
and  his  crew  for  their  untiring  efforts  to  keep  our  plant  in 
good  condition. 


Conclusion 

In  concluding  I  must  again  stress  the  importance  of  a 
good  leader  as  principal.  In  Mr.  Joseph  Harrington  we  have 
such  a  person.  All  of  us  should  be  grateful  to  him  for  the 
manner  in  which  he  has  conducted  our  school.  Exposed  to 
the  many  vices  that  boys  and  girls  are  subjected  to  today, 
our  pupils  have  been  advised,  cautioned  and  controlled  by 
Mr.  Harrington  in  discriminating  against  these  bad  habits. 
He  truly  has  his  students  foremost  in  his  mind. 

We  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Francis  Vitale  and  his  staff  for 
the  work  they  have  done  in  guiding  our  young  people. 

At  this  time  we  should  also  take  time  to  thank  those  who 
look  out  for  our  health.  Mrs.  Albertine  Dwyer,  school  nurse, 
spends  a  great  deal  of  time  working  on  our  health  problems 
and  Mrs.  Ella  Jones  and  her  cafeteria  staff  continue  to  serve 
the  best  meals  from  the  greatest  menu  in  the  county. 

To  parents  and  citizens  I  say  visit  your  high  school  and 
see  first  hand  our  program  in  action.  I  am  sure  you  will  find 
it  quite  different  from  the  high  school  you  attended.  You  will 
also  find  interesting  courses  for  all  students.

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BRISTOL-PLYMOUTH  REGIONAL 
VOCATIONAL  TECHNICAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 


Slightly  more  than  a  year  has  passed  since  this  District 
was  organized.  During  this  time,  the  Interim  School  Com¬ 
mittee  has  kept  extremely  active  in  an  effort  to  make  a 
Vocational-Technical  School  operative  by  the  fall  of  1971. 

Early  in  the  year  an  organizational  meeting  was  held 
and  Donald  K.  Atkins  of  Middleboro  was  elected  Chairman 
with  William  R.  Powers  of  Raynham  as  Vice-Chairman. 

An  operating  budget  for  fiscal  1968  of  $35,000.  was 
adopted.  Under  the  agreement  between  the  member  towns, 
this  sum  was  assessed  to  the  municipalities  on  a  basis  of 
their  current  high  school  enrollments.  Percentage  shares  of 
the  members  were  ascertained  to  be  as  follows:

Late  in  1967  Governor  Volpe  signed  into  law  Chapter  791 
of  the  Acts  of  1971  providing  for  50%  reimbursement  of 
operating  costs  to  Vocational  Schools.  Because  the  Common¬ 
wealth  operates  on  a  different  fiscal  year,  our  share  was 
negligible  this  year  but  will  be  of  significant  help  in  the  future. 

The  legal  firm  of  Story,  Thorndike,  Palmer  &  Dodge  was 
appointed  bond  counsel  for  the  District  with  the  Boston  Safe 
Deposit  and  Trust  Company  as  fiscal  agents.  These  firms  will 
advise  and  help  with  the  procurement  of  funds  for  planning 
costs  and  bond  issues  when  they  are  required.  They  have 
studied  the  laws  pertaining  to  the  organization  of  the  District 
and  the  District  to  be  duly  and  legally  organized.  Mr.  Joseph 
C.  Whitcomb  of  Middleboro  was  named  treasurer  for  the 
District  and  commenced  his  duties  on  April  1. 
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It  was  determined  that  approximately  $350,000.  would 
be  needed  to  acquire  a  site  and  prepare  plans  for  a  school 
building.  As  most  of  these  planning  costs  are  reimburseable, 
the  committee  voted  to  borrow  this  amount  and  get  started 
on  the  various  planning  phases. 

To  verify  and  up  date  the  recommendations  of  the  previous 
planning  committee,  the  firm  of  Educational  Consultants 
Council,  Inc.  was  hired  to  prepare  educational  specifications 
for  the  District.  After  their  investigation  within  the  member 
towns,  the  initial  curriculum  was  finalized.  It  was  voted  to 
plan  a  building  to  educate  a  student  body  of  810  students 
with  a  core  facility  for  1,000  students.  Specifications  for  a 
school  of  this  size  were  submitted  to  the  Department  of 
Vocational  Education  and  a  School  Building  Assistance 
Bureau.  Both  of  these  agencies  have  rendered  their  approval 
of  these  specifications. 

The  firm  of  Drummey,  Rosane  and  Annderson,  Inc.,  archi¬ 
tects,  was  hired  to  prepare  plans  for  the  school  building.  A 
general  layout  of  the  building  has  been  approved  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  preliminary  plans  will  be  finished  early  in 
1969. 

Several  sites  were  considered  for  the  school.  Because  of 
location,  ease  of  access,  water  and  proposed  sewage  supply  and 
ground  tests  that  were  taken,  the  land  owned  by  Mary  Simas 
and  Emanuel  Cabral  at  the  corner  of  Hart  St.  and  Route  24 
in  Taunton  was  selected  for  the  school.  An  option  has  been 
taken  on  this  land  pending  the  outcome  of  the  vote  to  build 
the  school.  Topographic  surveys  of  the  site  has  been  com¬ 
pleted  and  we  are  about  to  start  the  necessary  subterranean 
investigations. 

The  most  significant  task  faced  by  the  committee  was 
the  selection  of  a  Superintendent-Director  for  the  School 
District.  After  considerable  solicitation,  screening  and  inter¬ 
viewing  of  candidates,  Mr.  Charles  F.  Day  of  Dighton  was 
elected  to  fill  the  post  effective  August  1,  1968. 
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Mr.  Day  has  been  active  in  the  field  of  Vocational  Educa¬ 
tion  within  the  area  for  the  past  twenty-five  years  and  is 
well  known  throughout  the  state  for  his  ability  in  this 
profession.  He  was  instrumental  in  the  planning  and  devel¬ 
opment  of  the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  Vocational  High 
School  of  which  he  was  director.  We  are  certain  that  through 
his  knowledge  of  the  subject  and  administrative  ability  we 
can  look  forward  to  a  progressive  educational  facility  that  will 
economically  meet  the  needs  of  the  District. 

Office  space  has  been  rented  at  91  Winthrop  St.  in  Taun¬ 
ton  from  which  the  District  will  be  operated  until  the  school 
becomes  a  reality  in  1971.
